War Department Will Rush 
Work on Coast and Har- 
bor Defenses of Hawall 
and the Philippines. 
GUNS READY 


TO SHIP. 


Ordnance Made for Atlantic For- 
tifications to Be Sent to 


Far East on Trans- 
port Crook. 


Wieland D. C., July 8—[Special.}— 
There is to be no delay on the part of the 


— Var department in utilizing the approprie- 


tions made at the last session of congress for 
fortifying the American dependencies in the 
Pacific ocean. In order that the keys to 
these possessions may be put in condition 
for defense ag rapidly as possible, the depart- 
ment is arranging for the transportation of 
ordnance material purchased for American 
coasts to Hawaii and thé Philippines, and 
will replace it at once with funds which be- 
came available on July 1. 

The appropriations include@ $200,000 for 
the construction of sea coast batteries in the 
Hawaiian islands and $500,000 for the same 
purpose in the Philippines.. For accessories 
$130,000 was granted and for the construc- 
tion of mining casemates, étc., necessary for 
the operation of submarine mines, $200,000 
was authorized. For the purchase of sub- 
marine mines and the necessary appliances 
to operate them an appropriation of $205,400 
was made. 

It is understood that orders have been issued 
to the transport Crook to make a special trip 
to Honolulu and Manila. The transport will! 
carry mines for Pearl Harbor in Hawaii and 
Olongapo in Bubig bay, the two points which 
would have to be defended in the event of a 
war. 

Fleet in No Hurry. 

Announcement was made at the navy de- 
partment that the proposed voyage of the 
battleship fleet to the Pacific will in no way 
interfere with the plans already arranged 
for the summer maneuvers of the Atlantic 
fleet. The maneuvers will be completed some 
time in October. Then, following the usual 
custom, the fleet would move southward 
toward Guantanamo for drill operations and 
target practice, but instead of doing so this 
fall the battleeships will go on their long 
cruise to the Pacific. 

The proposition te send the fleet to the 
Pacific at an early date—that 18, this summer 
has not been considered and will not be 
considered unless there is danger of an im- 
mediate outbreak of hostilities on the part 
of Japan, which officials do not believe at 
all likely. Greater difficulty would be expe- 
rienced in getting the big ships aro 
Pacific now than. five or six months later 
The south Atlantic now is in midwinter, the 
weather is unfavorable, and much danger 
might be encountered. Whatever good effect 
may be had by sending the ships there, it is 
contended, will be produced by the mere an- 
nouncement of the decision that they are to 
go later. 

Of course, if there should be an outbreak 
on the part of Japan, the plan to delay the 
sending of these ships until next winter 
would be changed immediately. The impres- 
sion, however, which officials seek to con- 
vey is that the fleet is not to be sent to the 
Pacific as a menace to Japan or because 
there is any danger of war, which is scouted, 
but to demonstrate our ability to make a 
dash around the Horn in the event of an 
emergency. 

Jap Admiral Misquoted? 

Naval officers are incline? to doubt the 


accuracy of the reported statement of Ad- | 


miral Sakamoto in which he castsreflections 
upon the valor and patriotism of American 
sailors. 

“You may say for me,” said Rear Ad 
miral Browneon, chief of the bureau of navi- 
gation, this morning, “ that I do not believe 
Admiral Sakamoto has been correctly quot- 
ed. It is true that we have desertions from 
our ships {n time of peace, but that is due 
to the fact that the men get homesick and 
weary of sea life, rather than to any lack 
of patriotism. But desertions in time of war 
are extremely rare. In fact, our experience 
has been that the very men who would de- 
gert in time of peace were among the first to 
try to get back into the service in time 
of war.” 

In expressing the conviction that Admiral 
Sakamoto had not uttered the contemptu- 
ous words attributed to him by the Tokio 
newspaper and cabled to this country, Vis- 
count Aoki, the Japanese ambassador, called 
particular attention to the authority for the 
reported) interview, the newspaper Hochi. 

„% The Hochi,“ he said, has no standing 
that would lead one to give credence to such 
@ statement. The admiral is a young men 
who has done fine service and has spent 
much time in Burope. You can be sure that 
he said nothing of the kind attributed to 
him. In Japan, as here, the officere of the 
navy are not permitted to comment upon 
matters in relation to other nations, but even 
if they were so privileged Admiral Saka- 
moto would have said no such foolish thing 
as that. Itiis too foolish.” 


Official Denial Expected. 

Statements also were made at the Japanese 
embassy that the government at Tokio would 
not permit the Hochi story to pass unnoticed 
in spite of its questionable source, and that 
an official denial might confidently be ex- 
pected. The embassy staff is angry over the 
matter and declares that it is merely a part 

of an attempt to bring about bad relations 
between Japan and this country. Officials 
of the embassy and the state department 
have not failed to note that most of the news 
cabled from Tokio to the American news- 
papers is credited to the Hochi, while state- 
ments printed by the reliable press of Japan 
seldom get to the United States. This con- 
ditfon is regarded as significant. 


Japanese Are Misinformed. 

There is evidently an impression in Japan 
that great excitement prevails in the United 
States over the prospect of trouble with that 

country. This impression arises from the 
sensational stories that are — to cig 
newspapers by their correspon ts on the 
Facific coast. Every incident is exaggerated 
and the idea generated that outrages against 
the Japanese in America are frequent. Read- 
ers of the yellow press in Japan are given to 
that the United States, from the 

Atiantic to the Pacific, is wildly agitated. 
To stop these publications in Japan is vir- 


tually impossible. “There is in Japan «

Frisco Mayor, Sent Up” for Five | 
Years, Wants a Vindication. 


Declares His Trial Wasn't Fair—Sen- 
sational Scene in Court, 


San Francisco, Cal., July Mayor Eugene 
E. Schmits, within five minutes after he had 
been sentenced to serve five years in state's 
prison for the crime of extortion, announced 
himself asta candidate for reélection, claim- 
ing he had been railroade@ to prison. 

The sentencing of the convicted mayor was 
in one respect without a paraliel in the crim- 
inal annals of San Francisco. Half a dosen 
times Judge Dunne was interrupted by 
Schmits, who protested in strong words 
against being “ lectured.” 

As the last words of the sentence fell from 
the judge’s# lips the great crowd that had 
stood throughout the dramatic scene sent 
up a thunderous cheer. ‘‘ Good for you!” 
shouted a man in the back of the room. His 
shout was echoed and reéchoed by one after 
another ofi the spectators. 


Schmits Faces the Judge. 

After refusing a motion for a new trial 
Judge Dunne turned to the prisoner and 
said: 

“ Eugene Schmitz, stand up.” 

The large, black bearded figure of the con- 
victed mayor arose at the counsel table. 
His face was the color of ivory. His lips 
were pressed tightly together. He fixed his 
eyes on the judge, and never once did he drop 
them. 


Judge Dunne returned the prisoner’s gaze 
fixedly and proceeded: 

In pronouncing judgment in this case the 
court has but little comment to make. It 
can be said that the verdict of the jury in 
this case has a deeper signficance than ordi- 
narily attaches to the finding of guilt. It is 
a message to all the people in the city of San 
Francisco that law and order are supreme; 
that no man, however exalted his station or 
how strong and powerful the political, social, 
and financial influences which surround him, 
is above the law. 

“Eugene E. Schmitz, you have heretofore 
occupied the highest office which the city 
of San Francisco can confer on one of its 
citizens. You were elevated to that position 
because of the confidence and trust reposed 
in you by the mass of the 


Prisoner Rebukes Judge. 

„am here,” interrupted Schmitz, in a 
voice, though quiet and controlled, that car- 
ried to the far corners of the room, to re- 
ceive sentence at your hands, and not to be 
humiliated by a lecture which the newspa- 
pers can repeat in print.“ 

Beyond pausing, Judge Dunne paid no at- 
tention to the interruption. ‘* You were ele- 
vated to that position, I say, because of the 
confidence and trust imposed in you-— ”’ 

Metson interposed: 


nce, — te 


Mr. Metson,” said Judge Dunne, warmly, 
“if you interrupt these proceedings again I 
will send you to jail. You would be in far 
better business if you were here begging for 
a day in court to answer the charge that you 
willfully and improperly attempted to tamper 
with a juror in this case.“ 

Jam ready,.“ responded Metson, to 
answer, now or any other time, any charge 
that may be lodged against me. I take ex- 
ception to the remarks of the court addressed 
to the defendant and to the improper and un- 
called for insinuation of the court against 
myself.“ 

How He Betrayed His Trust. 

To this Judge Dunne made no reply, but, 
turning to the mayor, he resumed: 

Tou were elected to a position because of 
the confidence and great trust reposed in you 
by the mass of the people. You have by your 
willful criminal act, seo a jury of your fellow 
citizens has declared, broken that confidence 
and betrayed that trust.“ 

Here Schmitz spoke up again, protesting 
against the lecture.“ 

Judge Dunne took no notice. Therefore,” 
he continued, it may be said that the pen- 
alty which the law permite in this case is in- 
sufficient to meet the demands of justice. It 
may be suggested, however, that by your 
conviction you will lose the respect and 
esteem of all good citizens and men; that you 
will suffer the humiliation of knowing that 
your career of hypocrisy, duplicity, and dis- 
honor—"” \ 


Goads Judge Into Retort. 

“T stand here as an American citizen to de 
mand my rights,“ interposed Sehmits. I'm 
not asking any lentency at the hands of this 
court. I am prepared to receive sentence. I 
ask that your honor do your duty and pro- 
nounée it immediately and that I be not sub- 
jected to humiliation and degrading remarks 
which the papers are copying and will print. 
I say if your honor has any self-respect you 
will proceed with the sentence.“ 

“Tt is not unusual,“ was Judge Dunne’s 
stinging reply. for courts to be brought into 
contact with such brazen acts of effrontery 
as yours in the present instance. It is the 
duty of the court in such cases to view the 
conduct of a convicted felon with patience 
and toleration, not to say pity. By your con- 
viction you will lose the respect and esteem 
of all good men and citizens. You will suffer 
the humiliation of knowing, I say, that your 
career of hypocrisy, duplicity, and dishonor 
has beem exposed and that you stand before 
those who belfeved in and honored you mor 
ally naked, shamed and disgraced.” 


‘“Railroaded,’”’ Cries Schmitz. 

„ deny that,” shouted Schmits. “ The 
people of San Francisco know how I was 
rallroaded through.“ 

Judge Dunne resumed: , 

“ Morally naked, shamed, and disgraced. 
It is in the knowledge of these things rather 
than in any mere term of imprisonment in a 
state penitentiary that the full measure tf 
your punishment will be found. 

It is the judgment of this Sourt that you 
be confined in the state prison at San Quentin 
for a term of five years.” 

Immediately after resuming his seat at the 
counsel table Schmitz dictated the following 
statement to the press 

I have never asked for mercy, and before 
@ court where I did not receive a fair trial 

certainly did not expect it. I intend not 

to fight this case step by step, but all 
charges that have been brought against

Union Traction Gets More Time. 


The Union Traction company asked for and

“was first printed in TAI Trisune Judge 
Grosscup said he did not think it would be 
necessary to ask it, as he hoped to have 
everything ready on schedule time. Since 
then he has found he was mistaken. He sent 
to the council a letter in which he said: 

„The ordinance to the Chicago Railways 
company requires that the acceptance be 
1 or before July 26, and by that date 

the company be in lawful possession of the 
railway properties of the Union Traction 
company in the hands of receivers of the 
United States Circuit court It is still neces- 
sary, before the acceptance and transfer can 
be made, that the Circuit court hear and de- 
termine a petition asking the properties in its 
hands be turmed. over to the railways com- 
pany, and there is great danger that between 
now and July 26 this cannot be fully accom- 
plished, in which case the ordinance to the 
railways company, notwithstanding al! 
which has been accomplished thus far, would 
fall.“ 

Ald. Hurt at once started a loud protest, 
saying it would delay the improvement of 
streets in his ward where rails are to be 
laid, but a letter from General Manager 
Roach was sprung on him stating all con- 
tracts for street work already made would 
be kept, and the work on Ald. Hurt's streets 
would begin on Monday. 

Ald. Foreman explained that if the or- 
dinance was not accepted it would mean a 
long delay on all rehabilitation work, and 
the extension of time was granted 61 to 3, the 
negative votes being those of Hurt, Hard- 
ing, and Uhlir. 


Telephone Junket Abandoned. 


No council committee will go to New York 
at all to inquire into the working of the meas- 
ured telephone rate system there. This is 
the result of Ald. Bennett’s desire to shirk a 
disagreeable duty. As the special committee 
was appointed it consisted of three aldermen 
committed to the measured rate, three on rec- 
ord as opposing it, and Ald. Bennett, whose 
opinions were not known. _Naturally the re- 
port of the committee rested with Ald. Ben- 
nett. So when Ald. Young as chairman of 
the gas-oll committee made the request that 
the entire committee of thirteen be author- 
ized to go in place of the special committee 
of seven, and the council showed every indi- 
cation of being primed to reject it, Ald, Ben- 
nett moved thet all previous action be 
rescinded and nobody go. 

This relieved Ald. Bennett of the necessity 
of acting as umpire between the two factions, 
and had the argument back of it that it would 
save the people money. so the council adopted 


New Smoke Ordinance Passed. 

The ordinance establishing the new smoke 
abatement department was passed without 
opposition. It establishes the office of chief 
smoke inspector at $4,000 a year, of assistant 
chief smoke inspector at $3,000 a year, of 
chief boiler inspector at $3,600 a year, of as- 
sistant chief boiler inspector at $3,000a year, 
of a board of eight citizens to 8 the 
mayor, of a board of three engineers to ad- 
vise the advisory board and whatever in- 
spectors and clerks the council may deter- 
mine upon and fix the pay of. The present 
boiler inspection ordinance was amended to 
conform to the new one. 

An amendment to the ordinance forbidding 
the storage of sawdust in larger quantities 
than 8,000 pounds, took up a full hour of the 
council’s time. Ald. UL.ir and Zimmer of 
the Twelth ward claimed the storage of large 
quantities of sawdust and siravings in their 
wards was a nuisance and Chairman Dever 
for the judiciary committee said if the ordi- 
nance was enforced it would put many plan- 
ing mills and similar industries out of busi- 
ness. Finally the limit was raised from 3,000 
to 20,000 pounds and the trouble was settled.

KNOWS ALL ABOUT ENGINES. 


Wife Hopes Salary Will Pay for 
Operation to Restore Sight. 


Frank K. Rittenhouse, “the blind coffee 
man,” who runs a coffee shop in the front 
part of his residence at 1494 West Thirty- 
fifth street, was appointed as a member of 
the city board of examining engineers yester- 
day, with a salary of $2,000 a year. 

There was joy in the household of the blind 
man when his friend, A. C. Heiser, vice presi- 
dent of the Fifth ward republican organiza- 
tion, brought the news. Mrs, Rittenhouse 
apologetically shed a few tears of joy later 
in the evening when she talked about her hus- 
band’s new job. 

“Since Frank was stricken blind three 
years ago we have managed to make a living, 
and that’s about all,” she said. “I kmow he 
can fill the position even if he is blind. It 
ign’t so much the possibility of being able 
to live better than we now do, but we will 
be able to save up enough money to have an 
operation on Frank’s eyes, which may re- 
store his sight. That would mean more than 
riches.” 

Knows All About Engines. 

As Mr. Rittenhouse is the only blind man 
ever appointed to a city position in Chicago 
it is interesting to know how he will manage 
to officiate. ' 

“For twenty years before I became blind, 
I was a stationary engineer,“ said Mr. Rit- 
tenhouse. “I know every technical and 
mechanical point about an engine, and can 
conduct as competent an examination as if 
I had my sight.” 

For twenty years Mr. Rittenhouse was 
head éngineer in the lumber mills of Ritten- 
house & Embree, Thirty-fifth street and 
Center avenue. One day three years ago 
there was a breakdown in the plant. In 
his efforts to expedite the repairs he lifted a 
driving shaft and strained himself, rupturing 
a blood vessel back of his eyes. The result 
was blindness. Two years ago he opened a 
coffee.store, and now is known throughout 
the neighborhood as the “ blind coffee man.” 

Mr. Rittenhouse cannot credit his appoint- 
ment to any pull. 

“TI got the job because I had the nerve to 
go after it,“ he said. I learned of the posi- 
tion and knew I was capable of filling it. I 
got Ald. Burke of my ward, the Fifth; John J. 
McKenna, president of the republican ward 
club; Mr. Heiser, Representative D. E. Mana- 
ahan, and other representative citizens to 
sign my petition, and then I went to the city 
hall. 

I' admit I stumbled about the place a 
good many days there hunting up the men I 
had to consult. It was tedious work, and at 

mes I felt like giving up in despair. Some 

ntly hinted that a blind man couldn't do the 
work, but, as I say, my nerve didn't give out.” 


‘Director of the Blind Club. 

Mr, Rittenhouse is a constant reader of 
books printed for the blind which he gets 
from thé city library. He is a director of the 
Blind etub, wien has headquarters in the 
Masonic temple. It was greatly through his 
energy that the state legislature continued 
its appropriations for the Industrial Home 
for the Blind, Nineteenth street and Marshal! 
boulevard. 

M. F. Rittenhouse, head of the lumber firm 
of Rittenhouse & Embree, is an uncle of the 
blind man. The uncle is wealthy, but since 
Frank Rittenhouse lost his sight in the lum- 
ber firm’s employ he has had a hard struggle 
for a livelihood. He is 40 years old and has 
one son. 


TELLS BAPTISTS BY HAIRCUTS.

IL STILL HIDES 
OIL TRUST DOINGS. 


Standard’s Attorneys Refuse 
to Tell Whether It Has 
Violated Laws Often. 


JUDGE LANDIS IS DEFIED. 


Court Announces That a Fine 
Will Be Imposed on the 
Company Aug. 3. 


If Judge Landis wants to find out what a 
good trust the Standard Oil company of New 
Jersey is and has been ever since it was or- 
ganized he will have to be insistent and make 
a demand on the company’s attorneys. Of 
their own volition they have refused to fur- 
nish the data, taking.a chance in so doing of 
adding several hundred thousand dollars to 
the company’s fine. 

In a statement that some attorneys think 
borders on contempt Attorney Moritz Rosen- 
thal denied the right of the court to make 
such a demand and by inference intimated 
that justice had been swayed by “ gossip of 
the street and charges of the mob.” Judge 
Landis did not choose to take judicial notice 
of this veiled arraignment nor did he com- 
ment on it, but at its close said: 

“The final order in this case will be entered 
on Saturday, Aug. 8. Oall the next case.“ 

The explanation made by the Standard Oil 
ettorneys for this refusal to give a certificats 
of good moral character for their client is 
the same as their contention when called on 
to furnish data detrimental to it. They con- 
tend that in fixing the fine ‘the court can 
take cognizance only of such evidence as was 
presented at the trial. 

To accept the invitation of the court, Mr. 
Rosenthal said, would be to create a “ situa- 
tion unheard of in the history of Anglo-Saxon 
jurisprudence.” 

Heavy Fine Is Expected. 

It is not likely that Judge Landis will in- 
sist that the attorneys furnish this infor- 
mation. An opportunity to do so was given 
and their silence doubtless will be construed 
in @ manner none too favorable for their 
client. It is probable that an adequate an- 
swer to the Standard Oil attorneys will be 
included in the opinion which Judge Landis 
is expected to deliver in fixing the fine. 

When the case was called in the morning 
John D. Archbold and several other wit- 
nesses, brought here from New York, were 
present. 

H. E. Felton was called to the witness 
stand. On Saturday he had stated his belief 
that the schecnles by which the Chicago and 
Alton paid the Union Tank Line company, 
of which he is pi csident, & of a cent a mile 
for the use of the tank cars had been filed 
with the interstate commerce commission. 
He was forced to confess yesterday that the 
schedules had not been filed. 


Advantage Over Competitors. 

“ However,” he explained, “it has been 
the custom of railroads for the last twenty- 
five years to make these payments.” 

* Regardiess of published tariffs?” inquired 
Judge Landis. 

Tes, continued the witness. ‘“‘ You see, 
the railroads paid this to the company owning 
the cars, not as a rebate, but as a rental.” 

By this statement he demonstrated the 

often repeated charge that even at the same 
rates the Standard Oil company, owner of the 
Union Tank line, would have the best of its 
competitors, as the railroads would pay the 
Standard rent for every car used, whether for 
trust or independent business. 
Have you anything to offer, gentlemen, in 
this case this morning previous to the enter- 
ing of the final order? inquired Judge Landis, 
turning to the Standard Oil lawyers. 

We have a formal statement,“ replied 
Mr. Rosenthal, “which I will wed * the 


court.“ 
Formal Statement Is Read. 

After stating that such a proceeding as 
outlined by the court would be extra-Fidicial 
and beyond the legal power of the trial judge, 
he said: 

Indeed, since the passage of the inter- 
state commerce law until the year 1906 there 
never has been an indictment even charging 
this defendant or the Standard Oll company 
of New Jersey with any violation of the in- 
terstate commerce law. 

“For this defendant now to assert its in- 
nocence of matters that it is not charged 
with, or attempt to show that it has been 
innocent of any wrongdoing in connection 
with matters outside the court record of the 
case, when there is nothing before the court 
charging it with such wrongdoing, would pre- 
sent a situation unheard of in Anglo-Saxon 
jurisprudence. 

“This court, in the absence of anything 
in the record to the contrary, paying no 
attention to the gossip of the street or the 
charges of the mob, and guided by the funda- 
mental law of the land, must certainly pre- 
sume the complete innocence of this defend- 
ant of any prior violations of the interstate 
commerce law, and fix the penalty, if any, 
solely upon the record of this case.“ 


Fees Paid to Witnesses. 

The last of the Standard Oil witnesses to 
secure his mileage and witness fees from the 
government was C. M. Pratt, secretary of 
the company. His bill against the govern- 
ment was $92.70. Mr. Pratt was preceded by 
John D. Archbold, vice president of the 
company, who was described by the deputy 
marshal as a funny little man, looking like 
he wanted to crack a joke.“ 

It is stated at the United States marshal’s 
office that the Salvation army’s effort to get 
the witness fees of Mr. Rockefeller and 
others probably will be unsuccessful. It is 
gaid that the fees are never paid unleas the 
witness receipts in person for them and that 
probably Mr. Rockefeller will not make an- 
other trip to Chicago for this purpose. 


FIX HEARINGS ON VALUATIONS. 


Taxpayers to Be Called Upon to Show 
Why Assessments Shall Not 
Be Increased. 


Hearings for the purpose of revising the 
valuations fixed on property by the board of 
assessors will be opened by the board of re- 
view on Monday. 

The reviewers met yesterday and adjourned 
to Thursday, at which time they will com- 
pare the assessors’ valuations this year with 
those of a year ago. In cases where valua- 
tions are lower or no higher than a year 
ago the taxpayers will be summoned to show 
cause why the figures should not be in- 
creased. 

Fhe board of assessors let the contract for 
printing the personal property lists to Hed- 
strom & Barry, and the lists are expected to 
be in the hands of taxpayers within a week. 

Chief Clerk Kingsley said that the totals 
of the real estate valuations by towhe will 
be completed in about ten days.

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| NAME SANTA FE IN TRUE BILL 


Federal Grand Jury to Return 
Indictments for Rebating. 


FISH CHARGES MAY BE HELD 


Additional Evidence Likely to Delay 
Report in Booth Case. 


The federal grand jury, which reconvenes 
today after an adjournment of ten days, will 
return indictments against the Santa Fe 
railway company, and probably the United 
States Sugar and Land company of Garden 
City, Kas. There are a number of other 
smaller indictments charging various post- 
office frauds and swindles against individ- 
uals. 

The indictment charging the Lake Shore 
railway with granting rebates to A. Booth 
& Co. is hanging fire. It may be returned 
today, but it is more probable that additional 
evidence will be submitted to the grand jury 
and there is a possibility that a second ad- 
journment will be taken and the indictment 
not returned until Aug. 3. 

Just what is causing the uncertainty in the 
fish rebate cases hag not developed. It is 
said that several important witnesses, whose 

resence before the grand jury is desired, 

ave not been found. 


Shipper and Carrier Involved. 

It is practically certain that when these 
indictments are returned they will include 
the names of those Individuals believed by 
the grand jurors to be responsible for the 
illegal rebate agreement. As in the case of 
the Standard Oil indictment, each shipment 
wil! constitute a separate count. The total 
number may equal 200, involving a possible 
fine of $4,000,000. In the fish rebate case, 
however, both shipper and common carrier 
are liable to prosecution. 

The indictment of the Santa Fé may be 
clussed as a foregone conclusion. The offi- 
cials of the company had practical confirma- 
tlon of it several weeks ago. Moreover, the 
facts charged by the government investi- 
gators are admitted by the Santa Fé. 

The charge of the government is that the 
Santa F6 offered a rebate of $35,000 to the 
sugar teet company on the $100,000- worth 
of freight shipped from Chicago to Garden 
City, Kas. consisting of materials for erect+ 
ing the plant. The officials of the road claim 
tLis sum was a bonus which was granted 
to a great industry to establish a plant on the 
road. Of the bonus or rebate offered $12,000 
was paid, and in this way the sugar company 
becomes involved for accepting a rebate. 

It is possible, however, that in return for 
its good faith in submitting its books for 
grand jury inspection it may not be prose- 
cuted. 

More Evidence in Furniture Case. 


one the grand jury was in session certain 
evidence relative to the so-called school fur- 
niture trust was presented to it. This was 
said to be due to an effort on the part of the 
government to secure an additional indict- 
ment of the E. H. Stafford Manufacturing 
company. At an investigation of this com- 
bine held last February indictments were re- 
turned against fourteen concerns, and all 
save the Stafford company pleaded guilty. 
They were fined in sums ranging from $10,000 
to $500 each. The Stafford company elected 
to contest the government. There was also 
some talk of indicting certain men other than 
F. A. Holbrook, who was the only mdividual 
singled out at the former investigation.

Prospect Today Is for Continued Hot 
and Sultry Weather. 


TEMPERATURE IW CHICAGO YESTERDAY. 
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Chicago’s short respite from excessive heat 
conditions gave way yesterday to another 
wave of humidity, which was responsible for 
the death of at least two persons and the 
prostration of several others. Many cases of 
suffering occurred during the day which were 
not reported to the police. 

The highest point reached by the tem- 
perature was only 84 degrees, but the op- 
pressive condition of the atmosphere was 
reported by the weather bureau to be un- 
equaled at any time this summer. Thepros- 
pect for today is a continuation of warm 
weather of the sultry kind. The only relief 
in sight will come through possible showers 
during the day.

Returns from Mexico to Find Of- 
ficer He Ousted Is Reinstated. 


7,000 IN VACATION SCHOOLS. 


Summer Period in City Institu- 
tions Is Inaugurated. 


1,700 ARE TURNED AWAT. HIS OWN TENURE IN DOUBT. 


Recount of Votes May Cause Decision 
That He Was Not Elected. 


Housekeeping Instruction Feature of 
Course Offered Girls. 


Eleven vacation schools, supported jointly 
by the woman’s clubs and the board of educa- 
tion, opened yesterday. Out of 8,700 applica- 
tions 7,000 pupils were accommodated. This 
is the largest attendance on record, and a 
greater number could not be accepted on ac- 
count of the lack of funds. 

The housekeeping instruction offered in all 
of the schools attracted more than 2,000 girls. 
For the boys there are physical culture and 
manual training in addition to the regular 
courses of study. 

The most novel feature of the summer work 
is at the Dante school, where the children are 
entertained with dramatic tales. This attrac- 
tion is intended to offset the allurement of the 
5 cent theater.

Elmer Flewelling, who was elected mayor 
of Harvey last April, returned to the city 
yesterday from a trip to Mexico and found 
several things which surprised and shocked 
him.

But that was not Mayor Flewelling’s only 
surprise. His opponent in the mayoralty 
race had been W. E. Kerr, who preceded 
Flewelling in officee. Flewelling, according 
to the returns, was elected by a vote of 875 
to 373. While Flewelling was in Mexico the 
matter was taken before Judge Dupuy and a 
recount shoOwed thirteen votes ‘“‘ doubtful.” 
Without these Kerr has a plurality of four. 
Judge Dupuy has not yet announced his de- 
cision in the case. 

Now Mayor Flewelling, when he ig not 
busy wondering how long he will remain 
mayor, is trying to find a way to remove 
Chief Bates from office. He asked the chief 
to resign and the chief replied, “ Not in @ 
hundred years.“ 

Charges of incompetency are regarded as 
improbable, for Bates, it ia said, is the most 
efficient chief of police the city ever had. 
If Kerr is declared mayor it will clear the 
situation, for he has anonunced that he will 
confirm. Bates’ reappointment. -

On Land and on Water Forces Are Alert 
to Protect the City from Threatened 
Attack. 


Newport, R. I., July 8.—Newport tonight 
bore an unusually martial appearance, and 
every one connected with the army and navy 
forces stationed here for the war games was 
on the alert for @ possible attack on the 
city.

Finds His Sisters Unconscious. 
“TI went back to my room, pulled on my

Manifestly the traveling public appre- 
elates the 2 cents a mile railroad rate. 
Otherwise passengers would not submit 
to the inconvenience to which they are 
put in their efforts to get it when jour- 
neying between Illinois and Iowa points. 
Bach state has the 2 cents local rate, but 
the interstate rates based thereon have 
not been put in operation by the roads. 
Therefore, a man going from Chicago to 
some Iowa point on the Burlington road 
in order to get the lower fare to which 
he is entitled has to buy a ticket to Bur- 
Ungton. There he leaves his car, buys 
a ticket to his Iowa destination, has hip 
baggage rechecked, and, if he has time te 
do all that during the five minutes’ wait, 
goes on to the end of his journey, Bur 
lington dispatches tell of the crowds ai 
the ticket window and the inability of th: 
ticket agents to attend to all. Some have 
to miss their trains or go without tickets. 
The excuse of the railroads is that it 
is a difficult and complicated matter te 
make out the new interstate rates. They 
say that it fares were based exclusively 
on mileage the longest route to a compet 
ing point would charge more than its 
competitors, and hence would get no busi- 
ness. This means that some roads will 
have to charge less than 2 cents a mile 
to get their share of the traffic. There

PASTEURIZING MILK. 

the most prominent medical 
men of the country have joined in a 
movement to secure pasteurization of milk 
as a precaution against the spread of dis- 
ease. Their report is being circulated 
with the indorsement of the chief of the 
government bureau of anima) industry 
and the secretary of agriculture. With

There has been sharp difference of opin- 
jon among physicians regarding pasteuri- 
zation of milk. This divergence of view 
is fully recognized by the report. 
tion is called to an exhaustive study made 
by one of the government officials who 
has weighed the arguments on both sides 
and has reached the conclusion that the 
advantages so far overbalance the disad- 
vantages as to warrant the recommenda- 
tion that there be compulsory pasteurisa- 


tion of all milk not certified. 


Certification of milk is attended by 
certain requirements, including one that 
the milk is that of cows proved free from 
tuberculosis by the tuberculin test. Cer- 
tification, however, while making the milk 
reasonably safe, is not counted an ab- 
solute protection from disease germs. Pas- 
teurization is recommended to all who 


wish to feel perfectly secure. 


The general acceptance of the sugges- 
tions of this report means that pasteuriz- 
ing plants must be 
large quantities. of milk are bandled. But 
that necessity for the milk dealer need 
not disturb the housekeeper, since the 
same results may be obtained by bringing 
the milk used in the home to the boiling 
point, thus destroying the germs of dis- 


ease which it may contain. 


It has not been many months since Chi- 
cago experienced much alarm because 
of a searlet fever epidemic, which was 
believed to have had a starting point in 
dairies where that disease had raged. 
The report is outspoken against the use 
of raw milk, declaring that cholera in- 
fantum, scarlet fever, 
have been spread in this way, and that 
typhoid fever, tuberculosis, and other lu- 
fectious diseases have resulted from care-

Chicago Churchman Declares. Orien- 
tal and Occidental Nations Must 
Keep Their Hands Off the Philip- 


pines. 


Oshkosh, Wis., July 8.—{Special.])—“ We 
hold the Philippines in trust for mankind. 
When that trust is fulfilled we will set them 
up as an independent republic. Until then 
we say to every nation, oriental or occi- 
dental, ‘ Hands off.’ 

“Our other island possessions make the 
Pacific ocean ours. We intend to be lords 
Sof the main’ if we have to create a navy 
‘second to none that floats.” 

So declared Bishop Fallows of Chicago 
here today, in an address at the unveiling 
of the Hicks monument to the Wisconsin 
soldiers of the civil war.

Bishop Fallows made the sensational 
declaration near the close of an address in 
which he had reviewed the martial history 
of the United States. He had praised the 
valor of the soldicre who had fought under 
the stare and stripes. Then he struck a 
higher note, saying:

queen, were overlooked or neglected. When 
the work of the erasure and of destruction 
was complete the defaced surface of the col- 
umn was filled out, patched, and smoothed 
with stucco. 

“ The reliefa of Seti were then sculptured 
upon this new surface, partially in the hard 
stucco and partially in the sandstone of the 
column. Fresh coloring ove the w con- 
cealed the stucco work, and the fraud wae 
only discernible when the colors had dis- 
appeared and the weather of centuries had 
loosened all the stucco till the last vestige 
of it had fallen out.“

made. It was once my good fortune to oc- 
Capy temporarily the house of a German 
Woman of high rank. Her marriage portion 
of linen was both an inspiration and an 
education. The house was most liberally 
supplied, but not a quarter of the box had 
deen drawn upon. There was enough and 
to spare left for future generations. 
Everything was.tied in bundles of dozens 
with pink linen tape and carefully labeled, 
and while the texture and designs used in 
the napery were marvelously beautiful and 
varied, yet the embroidered markings with 
initials and coronets and running vine de- 
signs tempted a spirit of covefousness hard 
to contrel. From the dark blue linen pot 
lifters, iron holders, and dust cloths up tothe 
finest and most exquisite pillow cases upon 
which my lady placed her dainty head. all 
had individual markings, On some were 
used simple German crose-atitch, on others 
the most exquisitely fashioned monograms 
and initials in circles, or surrounded with 
running vines that spread out to border the 
edges of the cloth, done in that quaint old 
over and over stitch with finest cotton 
thread. This simple form of embroidery, 
m which the outline is padded and then 
worked over with cotton, nen, or silk thread, 
of course Is more or less mechanical, but in 
the hands of an artistic worker it is sus- 
ceptible of much elaboration, and long has 
beem used extensively in German, French 
English, and Irish handiwork.

use, and many women have learned the art 
for the purpose and pleasure of beautifying 
their possessions with their own handiwork. 
Only the woman in whom the instinct of 
housewifery is present uaderstands the al- 
most miserly delight that is found in a well 
filled Hnen closet, containing hemstitched 
and embroidered sheets, pillowcases, toilet 
table covers, towels, and napery, the ex- 
quisite needlework upon them being fash- 
toned after her own designs and by her own 
fingers. It is akin to the masculine accumu- 
lation of stocks and bonds in a safe deposit 


box. 

Nothing is more pleasing and satisfactory 

in the way of needlework than the over-and- 
over cotton embroidery; others may be more 
decorative, but not so lasting. To masculine 
eyes a woman is never more attractive than 
when engaged in strictly feminine arts. 
Dainty bits of sewing, whether useful or 
otherwise, seem to hint of a spirit of do- 
mesticity which is included in every man's 
ideal of woman. 
Towels, napkins, and sheets are now usu- 
ally embroidered with initials or monograms 
in this over-and-over work. French oot- 
ton or a fine mercerized cotton thread is used. 
The latter gives a silky finish to the wark 
and washes much better than silk. Two 
inches is the size for the towel letters and one 
inch for napkins.

Learn to Profit by Criticism. 


Before I secured my present position, which 
I have held for eight years, I was public ste- 
nographer, and in that capacity met many 
varieties of the genus stenographer in our 
city. As I was young and fresh from school, 


the principal faults then noted made a vivid 


and lasting impression upon me, and I hon- 
estly believe that it is because I refrained 
from many of these errors, hereinafter 
named, that I still am retained. 

The successes are not the girl who goes 
downtown to work just to earn a little pin 
money to gratify her vanity for self-adorn- 
ment, nor the one who “ detests housework,’ 
and goes into the office or store to Bet out of 
helping mother; nor the girl who eagetly 
watches the clock, anxious for ‘ quitting 
ume,“ apparently fearful lest she do a min- 
ute’s more work than she ig paid for; and, last 
but not least, the gravest fault with many 
stenographers (you see I'm bound to talk 
shop, for that has been my vocation so long) 
is their unwillingness to receive well meant 
criticisms on their work, or to make correc- 
tions when asked to do so: 

One never is too wise or too old to learn. 
By keeping my eyes and ears open, just 
such little suggestions have proved my best 
helps—it shows your employer or friends are 
taking cognizance of what you are doing. 
I'd rather work for a particular man any day 
in the week than for a slack one. 

Tattling is an annoying trait in some ste- 
nographers—when your employer takes you 
into his confidence, ag he is bound to do to 
some extent if you are his private secretary, 
he does not desire you, in turn, to take the 
whole world into your confidence and publish 
broadcast his business secrets. They should be 
guarded as ancredly as if they were your own.

terest In studying, for it is apes te ge to - 
vent certain abuses that have characterized 
the banking business. The fact, too, that the 
state auditor has been considerate enough 
to Inclose a copy of the amendment with the 
regular report. indicates a desire on his part 
to promote good banking practice. The fol- 
lowing is a pertinent paragraph: 

Any officer, director, or employé of any 
bank or association organized under the pro- 
visiong of this. act who shall willfully and 
knowingly subscribe to or make, or cause to 
be made, any false statement with intent to 
deceive any person or persons authorized to 
examine into the affairs of such bank or as- 
sociation, upon conviction thereof, shall be 
punished by imprisonment of not less than 
one year nor more than ten years.” 

This provision, carried out, will mean dis- 
aster for men who seek to do what has been 
done in banks in Chicago in the last year. 


Auditor May Withhold Charters. 

Another paragraph, which seems to make 
the auditor responsible for granting a char- 
ter, and) consequently responsible for the un- 
fitness of those shady characters who organ- 
ize new banks, is as follows: 
The auditor may, in his discretion, with- 
hold the issuing of the said certificate, author- 
izing the said commencement of business, 
when he is not satisfied as to the personal 
character and standing of the officers or 
directors elected or appointed in accordance 
with sections 8 and 4 of this act; or when 
he has reason to believe that the bank is or- 
ganized for any purpose other than that con- 
templated by this aet. 


Curb on Loans to Officers. 

Here is another paragraph that will be of 
interest: 

It shall not be lawful for any bank to 
loan to its president, or to any of its vice presi- 
dents, or ite salaried officers or employés, or 
to any corporation and firms controlled by, 
them or in the management of which any of 
them are actively engaged, until an applica- 
tion for such loan shalt have been first ap- 
proved, both as to security and amount, by 
the board of direotors.”’ 

It ig a matter of regret that the Provine bill 
did not become a state law. It provided that 
the officers and directors of national banks 
should not be permitted to become officers 
and directors of state institutions. 

It may be noted in this connection that the 
report of the state auditor sets forth certain 
official facts which warrant him in taking 
special interest in some banking practices 
in Chicago. It will not be necessary for him 
to have any special reports, for his own re- 
port contains the necessary information. And 
sinoe the clearing house association as a whole 
appears to lack the courage to do the neces- 
sary housecleaning, the auditor might, in pur- 
suance of his sworn duty, do what the asso- 
ciation fails to do. 

Sears-Roebuck Earnings. 

Sears, Roebuck & Co. report June sales to 
have been $3,961,915, a decrease of $253,563. 
Since Jan. 1 the sales have been $25,082,298, 
an increase of $1,457,100. 

It would be interesting to know whether 
the decrease in June sales might be taken 
to indicate a general slackening in sales. 
The company’s business extends over many 
states, and includes a, greatly diversified 
patronage. It is, however, mostly a small 
town business. 


Gold Exports Resumed. 
Goldman, Sachs & Co. have engaged $500,- 
000 gold for shipment to Paris today. Lazard 
Fréres have increased their engagement to 
$1,250,000. The total engaged for export on 
this movement is $26,800,000.
